ur God aiiplfliiK HlH word, convinced 
th»t they urc lioor and naked. All 
the tilings that they have done are 
linjught to their remembrance, and 
oet In array beloro tiiem; so tliat 
tiiey see the wrath of God hanging 
over their lieads, and tcel tliat titey 
tIeMrve tlic damnation ot hell, In 
their trouble tlicy cry unto the Lord, 
and Ho wiiowa tiieiii that He bath 
tnkeji away their hIijb, and oiiena 
the Ulngdoiit ot Heavea In their 
lieurtH, 'rlghteuuHnctis, and pcncp, and 
Joy III tlie Holy GlioHt.' Sorrow and 
pain are fled uwny, niid Mti has no 
more dominion over them. Knowing 
thuy are liirtiflcd frroly, tiirough 
tultli In Hl» Idood, tliey 'have peace 
witii Uoi1 through Jesus OhrlHt;* they 
"rc/olce ill dope of tlie glory of God,' 
anil 'the love of God In slied abroad 
in their hearts,' 

'■In •. i'fl peace they retiiuln for doy«, 
or wei , or inonthn, and commonly 
«iipiio8l tliat they bliail not know 
Wiir any inure; till some ot their old 
Giivmies, their bottom Hlris or tiie sin 
wtilch did most eaHliy lie»et them 
(periinvB anger or de»lre,l ansault 
tiiL-m ngttlii, anil tUruxt sore at thent 
that tiiey may fail. Tiioii arises Icur 
timt (iicy Hiioiilil not endure to the 
end ; iinil often doubt whetlier God 
htiK not forgotten tlieui, or whether 
they did ii'jt deceive tlicmselveft in 
tiiliikliig tiielr oliiH tverc forgiven. Vn- 
der thetie ciuudH, eHpccluiiy it tiiey 
reason wltli tiie devil, tiiey go mourn- 
ing uU tlic diiy long, Dut It Is aei- 
dum long before their Lord otntwers 
tor Ulinitelf, sending tiiem the Holy 
<ihoHt to comfort thetu. to bear wit- 
iicBit coiitUmuliy wltli their splrltii 
tliat tiiey are the children of God, 
Tlieti they are Indeed lucclt, und gen- 
tle, and te«cliabie, even ui§ a little 
child. And now flrat do tiiey see 
the ground of tiielr heart, which 
Ond before would not dIscloBe unto 
them, lest the nouI should fall before 
Him, and the spirit whicii Uc bad 
made. Now they nee all the hidden 
abominations there, tlio depths of 
pride, sell-will, and hell; yet linving 
the wltriesH in theniHOlves, 'Thou art 
uri lieir ,<it (lod, a Julnt-hclr with 
Clirlst,' even la the nildMt ot this fiery 
trl'il; whlcli continually lielghtew 
both the HtTOtig Heiim they tlieli have 
of tiielr lnal)i:ity to iiclp themselves, 
and the liiexjiresslble Hunger they 
ler'l after a lull renewal in ItlH Image, 
In 'rlghteousneHS and trim holliieitH.* 
Tlirji Ood Is uliliiUtil ot the desire of 
them that fear Him, and gives them 
n tiliiglo eye and a pure lieort ; He 
iitamps uiioii them HIh own image ond 
OiipcrBcrlptloii; He creatcth them 
anew In L'lirist .Ttiaus; He cometh un- 
to them wltli His Son and bleoMd 
ijpirit; and, fiiclng Hlf> abode tn tiielr 
sonlH, l*rliigetli tJieui Into tlio 'rest 
which reiiialiieth lor the people of 
Ood,' "

They licar niiicb about ClirlHtbiiilty. 
WitnesseK rise up on cvciy side, tes- 
tifying to the savlntr IK>wer of the 
Lord .TesUB Christ. Having reiiented 
of Bin and niaile a iicrsoiial applica- 
tion to the Lord Senae Clirlst, they 
were chii iigrd from siiiiierH Into saiiita, 
Irecelvliig the witness of the Holy 
Ghost In their onni hearts to the 
change, and from that moment theo- 
retical Ideas gave place to an cxperl- 
raeiitnl knowledge, hence tliey are 
qiiaillied tu speuk authoritatively on 
the eubject. However, 

Skeptics ara Not Learners, 

they would be teachers, and talk 
glibly of tilings of which they know 
nothing. They make up by force ot 
tissertlori what tliey lack In knon-- 
ledge. Assuming to know more about 
Christianity tiian ClirlirtiaiiH do, from 
tiielr lofty citadels ot eelf-concelt, 
they fire their great guns at the 
breastworks of God Almlglity, and as- 
sert, with iiinrvcllous assurance, that 
tn a short period there wilt be left 
of the aforesaid breastworks nothing 
but piles of rubbish. "A FOOL'H 
VOICE IS KNOWN DY MULTITUDE 
OP won 1)3." (Eccl. v.3.1 

WE IIA^fS tlie «pectacle ot Colooel 
Ingcrsoll telling tlie world nil about 
tilt) mistakes ot SIuhcs, but we bear 
nothing uf tlie Colonel saying any- 
thing about Ills uwji inlHtDkex. I'ossl- 
bly the thought never occurs to in- 
gersoll that the i^rentost mistake In 
the world to the skuptte Is 

Skepticism 

Itself. The skeptic may amioance, 
with stout words and Home sbow of ) 
reason, to fiersons wliu know no more 
iibout the triitlis ot Christianity than 
lie does, tliat the grave enilH all, Ood 
docft not exist, etc., etc., but his unbe- 
lief does not affect these matters In 
tlie slfglitest degree. God exUt« all 
the snnioi the grave ends notblns 
but our probationary period on «arth, 
JesiiH Ciirlst Uvea uiid aavee, Chriittl- 
anlty Is true, wblle Infidelity Is fal«^ 
and the akeptlc In bllndlr leading a 
procession of blind souin to bell. 

SKEl'TICS may «ay mats U like mb 
animal ; he lives like a dog aad dies 
like n dog. We are pcrftxtly willing 
to concede tlie iMSt proposition, with 
tlie qualllicatiori that if n tnan 1It«i 



like a dug, we quite naturally expect 
blm to die like one; there la a lit- 
nesa of things Ui aDcb ao end. 

SKEITICS say to Christiana: 
"Prove CbriBtlaulty to be true." The 
Christian can iKiInt to himself, for lie 
Is n living proof, and can demaud ot 
the skeptic to prove Christianity to 
be false. The bitter cat) bring oat 
Ids authorities and cite tbem In evi- 
dence, but the only thing they prove 
iff, that they do not know wbat they 
are writing or talking about. Tbey 
■liny not mideratand the raystery of 
being «iived, but the saved eoul dd- 
llerstaiids It. and, having received tbe 
Spirit of adoptio.i, cries Aliba Father. 
(Bom. vlll. 13.) 

TIIE CltllI8TL\X brliigx forth Ids 
proof, but It Is not accepted by the 
skqitlc. Tlie fault Ilea nut in tbe 
proof, but In tbe etopldlty and bliod- 
iiesa of the skeptic Tbexe things are 
spiritually discerned And are far be- 
yond bis depth. To teach a l»y the 

problems tit algebra before lie has 
niai<4«Ted the first 

Rudiments of Arithmetic, 

la a bopeless task. Tbe dieptlc uau- 
ally a^uiues that he knows more 
about Christianity than Christians 'do. 
He rejects Christ, prcKsea blindly for- 
ward on the road ot destruction, and 
claims that he Is not going any- 
where, iKit et-ery true ChrleAlah 
knows that be is going to Hell. "YEA 

also, when he that is a fool 
walketh by the way his wis- 
dom FAILITTfl HIM. AND HE SAlTll 
TO EVEltVONE THAT HE IS A 
FOOL." (EccL i:3.>
